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guarantee that they would use it until we earmarked it. So you
see, therein lies my quandary. Do we i n a sen s e pu t t he
Governor on the spot and leave the fate up to whoever will have
the right to veto or not and then try to override or do we want
to control our own destiny and move ahead with a b il l wh i ch I
think is in good shape at the present time w' thout amendments,
LB 89 in particular? So I guess I have to tell al l my go od
f r i e nd s h er e t o r e a son this out in your own minds. Maybe
somebody else will talk about it as well. My first reaction is
that I kind o f r esent the fact that the "sups" would come in
here so late in the session and suggest a state a id p r og ram a n d
n ever dur i ng t he sessi o n , never , ev er g i v e u s a chance t o
discuss or talk about it or think it was something we s hould
consider as pa rt of our priorities and jeopardize other bills
that have been worked on and compromised considerabl y so f a r ,
i nc l u d i n g LB 84 a n d 8 9 . So right now I'm not going to tell you
what to do, think about it. You know, if it's there, are we
better off if you' re a supporter of 89? Or are we better off if
i t ' s not there and we cut our options? I ' l l h a v e a c h a nc e t o
talk about it again and I' ll have a chance to close. I may even
ask permission to withdraw after we talk about it with a couple
more people. I think you should have the right to discuss it as
well as me and I don't assume the responsibility to withdraw it
at this time without hearing some of your thoughts. L et ' s not
spend a lot of time on it because of the late hour, I under s t a nd
that, but tell me what you think here. We haven't talked about
t hi s p r i v a te l y m u ch , h a r d l y a t a l l , bu t t e l l me w h a t y ou t h i nk
about it. I'd appreciate that.
